STUBBORN STAINS 


Tea And Coffee 


STREAM of. hot ,water 
Glrected on tothe ‘stain 
from the height of a few feet 
rarely fails to take out fresh 
stains, but stale stains and those 
on unwashable fabrics need a 
different treatment. 
In both cases it is 
rub glycerine into the stain, 
“leave overnight, and next day 
wash out the glycerine by spong- 


ing with hot water in the-case - 


of washable, and benzine in the 
case of unwashable, fabric, 
Coffee stains ‘may be taken 
out of light-coloured silks “by 
pressing between damp cloths 
with’ a moderately hot fron, 
while delicate fabrics stained 


with tea or coffee should ‘have 


potassium permanganate ‘solu- 
‘tion, containing a teaspoonful of 
the ‘crystals in a pint of. watér, 


run over the stain from a foun-. 


tain pen filler. After a fow 
minutes’ contact rinse away the 
permanganate and immediately 
bleach away the brown stain 
with hydrogen peroxide, finally 
washing with warm water. 

Coffee is frequently made with 
cream, ond after removing 2 
stain made by such coffee n faint 
grease mark may be visible; this 
is quickly removed with carbon 
tetrachloride.

In Southern Europe

YHE most primitive of ail 

- human instincts {s ‘the urge 
to self-defence, And at the bot- 
tom of every act of private ven- 
geance, or of public justice, lurks 
thia samo idea, for the operation 
of the Iaw {fs really only a col- 
lective act of aclf-defence by the 
citizens against crime. 


With the advance of, civiliea- 
tlon, and the porfecticn of the 
public means of punishing erim- 
inals, the need for the orivate in- 
dividual to protect himself by acts 
of vengeance disappears, and thus 
revenge itself becomes a erlme. 

To-day, howevor, though the 
law-abiding citizen can: rely, and 
does rely, upon the protection of 
public foreen for whose upkcep 


“the pays, there still. remains an un- 


community 
jus- 
tice, and that: can only take the 
form of vengeance, drastic and 
swift. . : 

Denling With “Traitors” 

It is obvioua that without 
“honour among thieves’ crime 
would be Impossible; that {s why 
{ie “squealer,” the faint-hearted 
and usually quite minor offender, 
who tries to cscape by helping 
the police, is an especial object 
of hutred to the bolder criminals. 


‘In the United States, as is well 
known, tho “traitor” seldom has 
much. time to be useful to the 
authorities before disappearing— 
inexplicably and conveniently. 
The way this is done 14 iNuatrat- 
ed by an incident that occurred 
in Washington. There man 
walking along the pavement onc 
evening was overtaken by a car 
which drew up at, the kerb. Three

__ | _A Flendish Plot 

Not all present-day “nets © of 
vengeance are connected with the 
gang-warfare of modern erim- 
inala. In a village near Cawnpore 
lived one Krishna Narayan, who 
developed a decp and abiding 
hatred for four other peasants 
with whom he was -quarrelling 
over the possession of a quarter- 
acre field. : : 

So deep was his enmity that he 
conceived a dinbolical. plan to be 
revenyed. He killed his unfort- 
unate mother, inflicted wounds on 


himself and then -staggered . to 
the local police station to accuse 
his four enomies of tho murder. 
But modern crime-detoction prov- 
ed his undoing, and after an in- 
spection of finger-prints at the 
scone of the tragedy it was Krish- 
na himself and not the four pea- 
santa who stood in the dock. 
. °* Vengeance Delayed 

The court at Brestnu was the 
scene of an act of vengeance which 
had been delayed for years. There 
tho three sons of the illustrious 
house of von Puttkamer, Baron 
Wolfgang, Baron Eberhard and 
Baron Wolf, appeared as witnes- 
aes for the: prosecution against 
their step-mother, the Baroness 
yon Puttkamer. : 

And what a story was revenled! 
In the vanished pre-war days the 
late Baron von Puttkamer engag- 
ed a governess for his family. 
The pretty Fraulein Kumm — 28 
she then was—embittered the 
childhood of the threo young 
barons, for she soon stole their 
father’s heart and ultimately 
drove cut the Baroness to dic in 
neglected poverty at Munich. 

The sons went with their moth- 
er, and then,.in later years, were 
horrified to hear that Fraulein 
Kumm was now their father’s 
second wife. The family fortune 
was lavishly spent to pander to 
her love of splendour and luxury. 

2 * Retribution 

At last retribution overtook her. 
The death of the old Baron re- 
moved her source of income. She 
tould not adapt her tastes to her 
new conditions. 

In court Baron Eberhard von 
Puttkamer narrated an awful tale 
of the manner in which the ox- 
governess had bewitched the dead 
man against his wife. The Inst 
wish of tho Baroness was = that 
she might be buried in the fam- 
ily vault, but the old Baron, fas- 
cinated by his mistress, said that 
if the coffin were sent to him he 
would leave it inthe street. She 
prevented nim even from. sending 
a wreath. “Not even . flowers,” 
suid Baron Eberhard, “would this 
woman concede to the dead!”

and after the war have done 
much to achlove dhis dosirable 
result. It is traditional in Al- 
bania that to kill o man “fer 
blood” Is not murdor. True, It 
war all in the game if the dead 
man’s family killed you, but no- 
body would have dreamed of ar- 
resting and bringing to trial any- 
body responsible for one of these 
slayings. To-day things are dif- 
ferent, but -blood-feuds still per- 
aist in the more inaccessible spots. 

The samo holds good of the 
vanished Corsican bandits. There 
ia a consldornble amount of mis- 
understanding of these men. It 
was not robbery, but revenge, 
that prompted them to kill. More- 
over, they had thoir “eode.” Ro- 
manett! became quite an, institu- 
tion. ‘Tourists could go to ace him 
in the maquis and be sure—for a 
consideration—of their safe re- 
turn, Spnda had a concession 
from the French Government to 
supply charcoal. 

Milder Britain 

In England vengeance seldom 
goes as far o8 ‘murder, but {t can 
be quite drastic. In accordance 
with the genius of the race it is 
regarded ns cesential that there 
should be some element of hum- 
our in the act. The British are 
the orlginators of the desire to 
“debunk” the pompous, and that, 
probably, is at the bottom of their 
historle custom of tarring * and 
feathering people who have offen- 
ded in some way. 

The “unchanging Enst’ may 
jenlously preserve its custom of 
vengeance, but the method of 
execution is sometimes both novel 
and modern, Thus.o nativo bus- 
driver in India, after o motoring 
conviction, pursued with his bus a 
constable who had given evidence. 
He chased tho policeman with cn- 
tire disregard. for other -traffic, 
mounting the pavement: in an 
effort.to run his man down. 

Even modern, civilised, cynical 
France ig not free from vengeance 
reminiscent of the days of the 
Medicis. For nearly seven years 
a feud has existed between two 
bands. of gypsies at Angers. In 
August, 1934, a girl wos suspect- 
ed of being the Jover of a man 
named Chauvant, who came _from 
the rival camp. A, quarrel began, 
shots were exchanged, Chauvant 
was killed and three brothers 
named Wanderstein were wound- 
ed. Then the police arrived. 

Truly, justice and vengeance 
are nob so far apart, even to-day.

There can be ‘no 
wit without an audience capable 
of appreciating it, and if o man

berately to make them our own by 
constantly keeping in touch with

There aro few who would fall 
to agree that tho Christian life 
means being os nearly as possible

Christ's Happiness

REBELLION — 


HANDSOME YOUTH WHO WAS 
LOVED TOO MUCH 


(By PHYLLIS JUBY) 


HEN the Emperor Hien Fung 
aseended the throne in 1851 
he was only uinetcon yenra of age. 
Ilis reign was udtroubled one. The 
Tuiping rebellion hid broken out; 
it waa led by one Hung Sin-teuen, 
belonging to the Hakka people 
some thi niles north of Canton. 
Hlung Sin-tauen wis the youngest 
gon of a farmer and, being a bright 
hoy, was sent to school; but ia the 
literary examinations at Canton ho 
failed to obtain his degree. This 
iffected bitu so much that he be- 
came seriously ill. 

On ono ovension “he fell into a 
trance and had visions of an extra- 
He suv an old inan 
who gnid that all people tnd been 
crented by him but many were 
worshipping the devila; and giving 
him a sword he told hit to destroy 
all such. ‘This dream had oa great 
influence on Hung's life. He 
tried the examinations ngnin, but 
again he failed. Ho then called 
upon an American missionary in 
Canton and spent some time being 
inutructed in Christianity. When 
he returned home he organised a 
religious society and gathered to- 
gether # number of funntics. They 
cntured the temples and burnt the 
images; the tnoverneut rose to 8 
sedition and Hung becarae convin- 
ved he had reecived » divine com- 
inission to conquer China for, him- 
self. 

The “Heavenly King” | 

After taking Kiungsi these reli- 
gionists marched into Hunan, 
whore the leader received tho title 
of “Heavenly King.”’ From thot 
time he aimed ut the overthrow: of 
the Manchu dynasty, calling his 
kingdom ‘ai Ping Tien Kuo or 
thy Heavenly Kingdom of Grent 
As the rebels sailed down 
the Yangtss river thay sacked the 
vities through which they pusred. 
Nanking fetl and beoarme their 
capital, -which they hold for three 
years. The success of the Taiping 
rebela had been extraordinary. The 
troops of the Empire seemed to 
have been seized with fear and 
never mot them in the open field. 
Tt was of thot time that tho Man- 
chus turned for aid, to the foroign- 
ers nad Geueral Gordon was asked 
to take command of tho Imperial 
forees. In 1864 his work wos dou 
and tho ‘‘ever-victorious” army 
was disbanded. Nanking was cap- 
tured by the Imperialists; the story 
of its fall is on attractive one.

During 
Hoenvenly King two literary oxam- 
inations had taken pluco in Nan- 
king. A Kiangsi. student uamed 
Pou Ying-k’i came third on the list.

160 Parts In Each 
Ford V-8 


How important rubber has bo- 
come in the economy of the motor- 
car industry fs illustrated by the 
fact that 103.8 pounds of. rubber 
are used in tho assembly of the 
Ford V-8 car. The figure given is 
for the Fordor touring sedan. 

The more than 15,000 parts 
which go to make up tho Ford 
V-8 car Include 160 which are 
manufactured of rubber. The 
parts list. discloses there are 92 
distinct rubber parta required in 
the Ford V-8 assembly, Multiples 
of many of these are usdd In. each 
car. to bring the total up to 160. 

Of course, the most important 
rubber units of the Ford V-8 car 
aro the five tyres, which represent 
about half the total rubber con- 
tent. Other {mportant parts fn- 
clude the two front and rear en- 
gine mountings, the four radiator 
hose conneztions, the front and 
rear‘ axle bumpers, the floor board 
transmission seal, pedal pads and 
accelerator, treadle pad, radius 
rod bushings, brnke rod supports, 
fan belt, windshicld weathor strip, 
pedal seals, bumper and rear lamp 
pads and stccring column bush- 
Ing.

Enthusiastic Reports Of

HONG KONG AND THE NEW 


OME, though not all, of our 
Summer visiting birds Have 
arrived from, the South and some, 
though not all, of our Winter vis{- 
tora have migrated North. 

The Binck-naped or Golden’ 
Orlole, Oriolus chinenata diffuaus 
(Sharpo), was ‘first heard by me on 
April 7 and on the same day the 
Burmese Plaintive Cuckoo, Caco- 
mantis merulinua querulus 
(Heine), was also heard and on 
tho following day the Indian 
Cuckoo,  Cuculua om. microptorus 
(Gould). These threo birds have 
very distinctive calls. The Oriole, 
besides screaming nt times like 
a White-headed Black Bulbul, has 
a clear four-note whistle “Oh, 
who are you?” “Oh, who are you iad 
—with the accent In cach case on 
the second note. The Burmese 
Plamtive Cuckoo, known aa the 
Rain-bird, whistles - about eight 
notes in a.descending scale of 
semitones; the first three notes 
can be reprosented as crotchets 
the two to five. that follow as 
quaverd. One is calling as I write 
these, nes. The female lays her 
eggs in the nest of the ‘Chinese 
Tatlor-bird. The call of the -In- 
dian Cuckoo, the Brain-fever bird, 
is also distinctive, an oft re- 
peated four-note call “Kwel-kwel- 
kwo-kwo.” The female lays her 
egas in the nest of the Chinese 
Black Drongo. 

In the Lam Taun Valley on 
Saturday of Inst week we both 
heard and saw the Chinese Kool 
(another cuckoo) and tho beauti- 
ful Green Barbet. The male Chin- 
ese Koel, a black bird, unlike hia 
barred and spotted mate, has also 
a’ distinctive and wearisome call 
of “Pee-pec-o0,” with tho 
emphasis on the second syllable, 
repeated about six times in an 
ascending scale. Tho female, very 
cuckoo-like in appearance, lays her 
eggs in the nest of the Black- 
necked Mynah. 

Thp. Chinese Great Barbet, 
Megalaima v. virens (Bodd), re- 
Inted to the woodpeckors, has also 
an easily identified call. I uaual-, 
ly interpret it as “Cooloo-ec-yoo” 
whistled repeatedly ‘on the same 
note and with the emphasis on the 
“ee.” . Two.other birds can” be 
heard at almost any timd now in 
the country which also ‘can bo 
recognised without doubt by their 
calls. One is the cock Francolin, 
Francolinus gy. pintadeanus 
(Scopoli), which calla ‘Come-to- 
the-Penk-Ha-Ha” or if you prefer 
it “Come-to-thé-Peak-No fear!” 
The other {is the Chinese Crow 
Pheasant, Centropus s.: sinensis 
(Stephena), another cuckoo, which 
calls ‘'Poom-poom - poom - poom- 
poom” each call being slightly 
lower in the scale'than the pre- 
ceding one. If the bird {s close 
nt hand the call sounds more Hke 
“Quoo-quoo-quoo-quoo-quoo,” with 
a slight. inflexion on the secon 
o. Both these birds ara resident 
{a the Colony. — 8 
Cicadas F 

Once the. Cicadas hatch from 
thelr pupae Summor. has defintte- 
ly come, for they, are. very. sendl- 
tive to cold. Tho first species to 
hatch {s a black, one with a. wing 
span of 334 ..inches anda body 
length of 1% inches.

HAT is the valué~e 

score, and to what 
docs {t affect the normal bf 
procedure? : 

Many of us are rather apt to 
overlook the importance of a 
part acore and the many compll- 
ented bidding situations which 
aris’ when one aide or the other, 
or possibly both, have 30, 40, or 
60 polnts-to their credit, 

The most common situations 
which arise may bo divided 
roughly into three categories. 

Crise 1. When you have a part 
score and the opponents have not. 

In this ‘sftuation you will fre- 
quently find that you are endea- 
vouring to contract for a game, 
and the_ opponents are bidding 
against you with the definite ob- 
jeet of trying to push you out of 
your depth. 

When this situation arises some 
sound judgment ix necessary to 
ennble you to come to a eecisian 
asx to whether it will be advisavle 
to go one step further or double 
the opponents. 

Case 2. The situation may be 
reversed. The. ppponents may 
have a part score, and you may 
or may not have one, The did- 
ding may be competitive, and the 
opponents may hold the stronger 
hands. R 

Caution Needed | 

When you are in this aituation 
you have to be extremely cautioua, 
especially if you happen to be 
vulnerable, It is futile to run the 
risk of incurring a penalty of 500 
or 900 points if there is little 
hope of saving tho rubber or ex- 
tracting a penalty. 

Case 3. You may have a part 
acore (the opponents may or may 
rot have one), and the bidding 
may indicate that you and your 
partner hold the majority of the 
cards, while the opponents take 
no part in the bidding, 

When this situation arises you 
have to be careful:— 

(a) With hands of molerate 
strength, to find the best suit for 
the combined hands, and not at- 
tempt.a contract which fs out of 
‘your reach. 

(vo) With hands of great 
strength, there is always the dan- 
ger of attempting a slam contract 
which is unobtainable, or 

(c) Of stopping short of a slam 
contract which you would most 
certainly have undertaken, {f the 
part score were non-existent. 

With regard to Situation 1, 
when you have a part score and 
the opponents have not, ‘it is some- 
what diMcult to give any -exam- 
ples us to the procedure which 
you should adopt, when there is 
competitive bidding. ‘Psychologi- 
cal knowledge of your partner and 
your opponents, as to whether 
they are under-bidders or over 
bidders, is a very important fac- 
tor, and, apart from the cards 
which you hold, this must mater- 
jally affect your docisfon, / 

In Case 2, if your partner is a 
sound bidder, it might pay you to 
double your ‘opponents. Here 
again the vulnerability factor also 
affects the situation. If the op- 
ponents are not vulnerable, and 
you are,.it may pay yau to con- 
tract for game and forgo the small 
penalty which you’ are almost cer- 
tain to extract from the oppon- 
ents if you double. 

If the opponents have a ‘part 
score, and you have not — as a 
general rule, it {s advisable, if 
you are the dealer, to get in a bid 


as cheaply and quickly as poss!- 


ble when there fs the slightest 
justification for ‘doing Bo. The 
opponents at this stago'of’ the 
bidding do not kriow whether you 


are ‘weak or‘strong, and’ ‘if thoy’:
